Applicant has amended claims 10-12 to included subject matter from claim 8 which was indicated as being allowable in the final 
rejection. However, claim 8 was indicated as being allowable as it pertained to claim 6. Since the new amendment changes the scope of 
each of claims 10-12, the amendment raises new issues that would require further search and consideration . 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant has argued that the examiner's position in claims 1-3 and 5 that the claims include functional limitations is misguided. 
Applicant argues that the "nature of the technology involved in the present applicantion inherently requires functional language in order to 
accurately define the relative structural relationship of the component parts of the devices claimed and/or to properly define the 
processes that the processing devices are intended to accomplish", as discussed in section 2173.05(g) of the MPEP. However, the 
examiner wishes to point out that section 2173 of the MPEP is directed towards rejections as they pertain to 35 USC 112, 1 st and 2 nd 
paragraph. Therefore, as stated in section of 2173 or the MPEP the examiner has evaluated each of the limitations of the claims as they 
pertain to 35 USC 1 12, 1 st and 2 nd paragraph. In terms of 35 USC 102 and 103, the applicant is directed towards section 21 14 of the 
MPEP, which discusses the use of functional language in apparatus claims. As stated in this section, "While features of an apparatus 
may be recited either structurally or functionally, claims directed to an apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of 
structure rather than function". Therefore, the rejection from the previous action is valid and the functional limitations in claims 1-3, 5, 
and 6 have not been considered. 
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
